AUSTRALIA. 





ECONOMIC DIFFICULTIES AND BRITISH 
IMPORT TRADE. 


Economic conditions in Australia in the last two years 
have not been at all favourable, writes H.M. Senior 
Trade Commisioner in the Commonwealth, in a 
*Report published by the Department of Overseas 
Trade. For some years before 1927 Austratia had en- 
joyed prosperous conditions. Production was main- 
tained at a good level, and world prices for her 
exportable produce being very high, the return to the 
country was extremely profitable. In addition, borrow- 
ing on the world’s money markets for developmental 
works was considerable. 


These two conditions combined made available con- 
siderable sums of money for general trading; activity 
was seen in every branch of industry and development, 
and wholesale and retail purchasing reached a high 
level. Consequent on the general activity, credit facili- 
ties were readily available at every stage of selling 
organisation, and the system of time payments became 
almost general. The peak of buying was reached to- 
wards the end of 1926 and the beginning of 1927, but it 
became clear fairly early in 1927 that the country was 
becoming overstocked with imports, while purchasing in 
the retail trade was beginning to be quiet. 


RESTRICTION OF CREDIT. 


Owing to the fact that Australia must always buy 
from abroad considerably ahead of expected date of 
delivery, the effect of this heavy buying did not pass 
until towards the end of 1927, and it was not until the 
first half of 1928 that the earlier heavy decline in pur- 
chasing was reflected in the statistics. The banks had 
already begun to adopt a cautious attitude and credit 
facilities, both for importing and for general trade within 
the country, became more restricted. Customs revenue, 
however, remained at a high level until half the finan- 
cial year 1927-28 had passed, and overseas borrowing 
also continued at a high rate. The last half of the finan- 
cial year 1927-28 (i.e., January-June, 1928) saw a de- 
cline in imports from £80,888,000 to £67,057,000, and 
Customs revenue having fallen considerably, the end of 
the financial year showed a deficit in national finances. 
Since that time banks have continued to adopt a 
cautious attitude, borrowing has been on a much lower 
level, and consequently there has been a severe restric- 
tion in the availability of money for general trading. 


Towards the end of 1928 prospects of a good season in 
the primary producing areas encouraged hopes for an 
increase in trade at the turn of the year, but these hopes 
were not realised. In some cases, and notable in that of 
motor cars, the confidence engendered in this way led to 
contracts being placed for forward deliveries, which 
were proved unjustified by later events. An increase 
in the imports in the first six months of 1929 compared 
with the corresponding period of the previous year was 
largely due to these arrivals, which cannot, however, be 
regarded as satisfying a legitimate demand. 


UNFAVOURABLE ECONOMIC CONDITIONS. 


The truth is, of course, that hopes of re-establishment 
of general prosperity and increased purchasing, which 
were based merely on the possible development of a pro- 
sperous producing season were not at all likely to be 
realised. So much reliance has been placed in the past 
on the development of seasons as a guide to general con- 
ditions, that it is only natural that trading interests 
should continue to show the same confidence in them. 
As a matter of fact, however, very little justification is

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to be found in production conditions themselves for the 
setback which is being experienced. As is shown in Mr. 
Dalton’s Report, the returns from wool and wheat (the 
most important of Australia’s products) as well as for 
some others of the less important products of the 
country were higher in 1928 than the average of pre- 
vious years. In fact, total exports of Australia’s pro- 
duce were over 6 per cent. higher than the average of 
the previous eight years. Moreover, in spite of all that 
is said about the unfortunate possibilities of the next 
year the prospects of the approaching season (if esti- 
mates of authorities can be relied on) are not, at their 
worst, very much worse than the actual average results 
of the last few years, when conditions were generally 
considered to be prosperous. The fact is that the 
reasons for the so-called depression are not to be found 
so much in any radical change for the worse in produc- 
tion conditions, as in unfavourable economic conditions 
supervening on a period of inflation. 


One of the chief troubles is, of course, that the 
prosperity of previous years was, to a considerable 
degree, artificial, and the so-called depression which 
still exists is consequent to a considerable extent on 
the results of stern measures taken to rectify basic 
conditions which produced the artificial prosperity so 
experienced, and on the inflation which was bound 
to follow any firm grappling with the situation from 
this point of view. Statistics show very clearly that 
money is available in ample amounts for legitimate 
trading and investment uses. The over-subscription 
of Government and public authority loans for con- 
siderable amounts, recently issued in Australia, is 
adequate proof of this fact. But both the Govern- 
ment and the banks are cautious, with a firm deter- 
mination, the one to economise and the other to hold 
a tight rein on their financial resources. Investors, 
too, are inclined to refrain from putting their money 
into other than gilt-edged securities or eminently 
sound industrial ventures. In addition, important 
producing interests are taking very careful stock of 
the situation and are already introducing methods to 
bring about more stable conditions. The most 
important troubles which have to be faced are those 


naturaily resulting from a period of inflation, viz., . 


increased costs of production and limitation of output. 


THe Country’s FUNDAMENTAL SOUNDNESS. 


It would be unwise, however, to exaggerate the 
importance of the setback which has been experienced. 
Australia, largely owing to abnormally high world 
prices for its staple products, has been enjoying for 
some time a period of considerable prosperity, and, 
like all countries in similar condition, is finding that 
there is always a reaction. The natural wealth of the 
country is so great, and there are such possibilities of 
rapid development, that that reaction might be 
deferred longer than it might be in a country more 
intensively developed, but it was bound to come, 
and it seems that the events of the past year or so 
have been the evidence of it. Nobody questions 
the fact that there has been a good deal of public 
and private extravagance and that for a considerable 
time that extravagance was allowed to go on un- 
checked. It is not questioned either that some of the 
prosperity witnessed was of an artificial nature due 
to the expenditure of borrowed funds. Nobody 
questions either that during this period it has been 
assumed that the great interest-paying industries of 
the country continue to face increased costs of produc- 
tion due to the development of economic policies of an 
expensive nature. 

That the country at heart is sound is an unassailable 
truth. A great deal is said about the extent of her 
borrowings, but the fact is, of course, that her assets 
and potential developments are so great as to justify 
a much greater national debt even, than now exists. 
The only really disquieting feature of the conditions of 
the past year, is that such apparently small surface 
disturbances have caused such widespread ripples. 
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But this fact alone has had its advantages because it 
has produced a new attitude towards Australia’s 
economic problems. The gradual evolution of condi- 
tions culminating in the events of the past year or 
so has now produced a condition in which it becomes 
possible thoroughly to investigate the economic life 
of the country, and to form decided views as to what 
is, or is not, best to be done in the future. ‘There is 
now a definite realisation of difficulties and problems, 
and a definite determination to remove or solve them. 
In fact, it is not unlikely that the setback which has 
been experienced will prove of considerable value to 
the country, provided producing conditions are not 
disturbed during the process of readjustment. 


Import TRADE PROSPECTS. 


From the point of view of import trade, however, 
it should be borne in mind that the process of deflation 
is almost certain to bring about a contraction of imports 
for the time being at least. While a _ revival of 
prosperous seasons will have a contrary effect, the 
policies of the banks and of Governments to secure 
more stable and safe basic conditions by deflation, will 
tend to keep within safer trading limits the buying of 
the country, and, though general economic conditions 
may revert to the position before the so-called slump of 
1928, it does not follow that there will be a reversion 
to the heavy imports which previous years witnessed. 
Further tendency to deflation is bound to make the 
tarifi much more effective in assisting local industry, 
and thereby in keeping out imports; and even if tariff 
rates remain as they have been, a reduction of borrow- 
ing will also have that result. 

Thus, while there may be a slight increase of import 
trade if ensuing seasons are good, no recovery to any- 
thing like the level of imports in 1926-27 need be 
expected in the near future. The introduction, how- 
ever, of policies tending towards deflation and towards 
the establishment of a sounder economic condition 
will undoubtedly have the effect of making more stable 
and more reliable a market which is of vast importance 
to the exporting industries of Great Britain. 


IMPROVEMENT OF TRADE WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 


Moreover, in spite of existing economic limitations 
of imports, there is ample scope for the improvement 
of trade from Great Britain to Australia. A special 
analysis of the import trade to Australia made, for the 
first time, in the Report, is designed to show what 
hope there is of the United Kingdom increasing her 
trade with Australia within the limits of the present 
total import trade. The results of this analysis and 
the conclusions to be drawn from it are clearly stated 
in the import section of the Report. (See pp. 129 
seq.) From this analysis it is found that the total 
value of the import trade of Australia, which may be 
considered to be trade in goods which the United 
Kingdom could supply, amounts to just over 
£108,000,000. This trade has again been divided into 
two parts, one consisting of classes of goods in which 
British trade is pre-eminent, and the other consisting 
of those in which competition with Great Britain is 
severe. The total of the former is roughly £53,000,000, 
and of the latter £55,000,000. Of the former (that is, 
trade in which Great Britain is pre-eminent), the pro- 
portion of total imports supplied by the United King- 
dom is no less than 85 per cent. On the other hand, 
of the trade in which there is a severe competition, 
namely, £55,000,000, the United Kingdom secures only 
about 30 per cent. 

A reference to the import section of Mr. Dalton’s 
Report will show clearly the nature of the goods in 
which Great Britain’s trade is so unsatisfactory. It is 
not at all uncommon for British manufacturers to 
imagine that the limitation of their trade with 
Australia is due in the main to protection of Australian 
industries. This may be true to some extent, but so 
long as there is such an important portion of the trade 
in which Great Britain has only been able to secure 
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80 per cent., when her share of the total competitive 
trade of Australia is over 57 per cent., and her share 
of one half of it is over 85 per cent., it is obvious that 
there must be ample scope for an improvement of the 
total of British imports into Australia in the section 
If foreign 
firms can succeed to such an extent in these classes 
of goods, it is obvious that it is not the tariff alone 
which is limiting Great Britain’s trade with Australia, 
and that, as a result of closer investigation of condi- 
tions and the exercise of greater effort, there is still 
room for considerable addition to British exports to 


m which her trade is so unsatisfactory. 


this market. 
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As is pointed out, if Great Britain had been able 
to secure even one half of the trade in what is called 
‘“‘severely competitive trade,’’ her share of the total 
competitive trade of Australia in 1927-28 would have 
been nearly 70 per cent. instead of only 574 per cent., 
and the added value of production in Great Britain 
through this small change alone would have been 
over £10,000,000. The obvious inference to be drawn 
from this is that even if, for reasons stated above, the 
level of import trade in Australia remains below that 
which it reached in 1926-27, there is still an excellent 
opportunity for the increase of imports into Australia 
from the United Kingdom.

TRADE IN DECEMBER, 1929. 


In December, 1929, the total value of the imports 
of merchandise was £5,123,000 more than in Decem- 
ber, 1928. There was an increase of £1,478,000 in 
food, drink, and tobacco, notwithstanding a decrease 
of £1,903,000 in the imports of grain and flour. The 
increases were principally in meat (£1,187,000), butter 


(£519,000), eggs (£353,000), and canned fish 
(£517,000). Imports of raw materials increased by 
£311,000. The principal increases were in wool 


(£1,182,000) and paper-making materials (£516,000), 
while imports of cotton declined by £2,168,000. There 
was an increase of £3,386,000 in manufactured articles, 
this increase being general over the whole class with 
the exception of silk manufactures, paper, and motor 
cars. 

As compared with November, 1929, the imports in 
December were less in value by £1,643,000, the only 
class to show an increase being that of raw materials. 

British exports were £1,964,000 less in value in De- 
cember, 1929, than in December, 1928, the decrease 
occurring almost entirely in manufactured articles. 
Manufactures of cotton declined by £1,121,000, manu- 
factures of wool by £473,000, and manufactures of other 
textile materials by £423,000, while exports of wool 





were less by £465,000. Coal showed an increase of 
£900,000, and chemicals of £547,000. Exports of 
vehicles were less by £471,000 owing to smaller exports 
of new ships. 


The reduction of £4,695,000 in the value of British 
exports in December, 1929, as compared with the pre- 
ceding month, was made up of reductions of £716,000 
in food, drink, and tobacco, £715,000 in raw materials, 
and £4,028,000 in manufactured articles, partly offset 
by increases of £710,000 in parcel post, and of £54,000 
in animals not for food. 


Re-exports of imported merchandise were less than in 
December, 1928, by £1,141,000, the reduction being 
almost entirely in raw materials, the principal items 
contributing to the decrease being hides and skins 
(£532,000) and rubber (£352,000). The most important 
changes, as compared with the month of November, 
1929, were an increase of £1,217,000 in wool and a 
decrease of £705,000 in hides and skins. 


THE YEAR 1929 AS A WHOLE.

France amounting to £32,972,000, to Germany 
£18,450,000, and to the United States £7,850,000. 
The total imports of coin and bullion in 1929 amounted 
to £70,744,000, and exports to £86,682,000. The excess 
of imports over exports of merchandise, coin and 
bullion in 1929 was £366,356,000, an increase of about 
£7,960,000 over the corresponding figure for 1928. 
The progress of our trade through the four quarters 
of 1929 is shown in the following table, in which the 
figures for the fourth quarter of 1928 are also given for

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The value of the exports of British coal in 1929 was 
£48,617,000, this forming about 6°6 per cent. of the 
total of British exports in the year, as compared with 
5-4 per cent. in 1928 and 9-0 per cent. in 1924. In 
auantity the exports amounted to 60,267,000 tons, an 
increase of 10,216,000 tons over 1928 and only 
1,384,000 tons less than in 1924. The average export 
value per ton declined from 23s. 5d. in 1924 to 15s. 7d. 
in 1928, but improved in 1929 to 16s. 2d. Exports 
to France increased from 9,065,000 tons in 1928 to 
13,045,000 tons in 1929, while there was also a large 
increase from 2,260,000 tons to 4,140,000 tons in the 
exports to Belgium. Experts to Sweden, Denmark 
and Norway increased by 36:2 per cent. to 5,975,000 
tons, thus recovering the ground lost in 1928 as com- 
pared with 1927. Exports to the Netherlands rose by 
28 per cent., to Canada by 18-4 per cent., and to 
Italy by 7:1 per cent., while there were less important 
increases in the shipments to many other destina- 
tions. Bunker shipments of coal declined slightly 
from 16,729,000 tons in 1928 to 16,420,000 tons in 
1929, while bunker shipments of imported fuel oil 
increased from 232-2 million gallons to 244°8 million 
gallons. Exports of coke increased from 2,594,000 
tons in 1928 to 2,904,000 tons in 1929, the increase 
being mainly in gas coke, while exports of manufac- 
tured fuel increased by 19 per cent. to 1,231,000 tons. 

Imports of crude petroleum were 10-4 million 
gallons less in 1929 than in 1928. There was a sub- 
stantial change in the proportion received from 
Persia, imports in 1929 amounting to 339-8 million 
gallons, a decrease of 16-8 per cent. on the 1928 figure, 
while the imports from other countries rose by 64:9 
per cent. to 147-8 million gallons. Retained imports 
of refined petroleum rose from 1,567-9 million gallons 
in 1928 to 1,607°6 million gallons in 1929, the increase 
being most marked in lamp oil, which increased from 
184-9 million gallons to 242-4 million gallons. Exports 
of oil refined in Great Britain decreased from 123-2 
million gallons to 111-0 million gallons. 


TRon AND STEEL. 

There was an increase in the value of British exports 
of iron and steel and manufactures thereof from 
£66°8 million in 1928 to £68-0 million in 1929. In the 
former year the exports were 9°2 per cent. of the total 
value of British exports, and in 1929, 9-3 per cent. 
Adding iron ore and scrap, cutlery, hardware, tools, 
machinery and vehicles (except rubber tyres) the con- 
tribution to the total value of British exports was 
£171-6 million (23-7 per cent.) in 1928 and £176°0 
million (24:1 per cent.) last year. Some details of 
Sener and export trades are given in the following 
able.

Retained imports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof were 81,000 tons less than in 1928, the total 
for the year being 2,808,000 tons. The volume of 
retained imports shows only a moderate increase 
less than one-sixth) in the aggregate when compared 
with that of 1924, but a considerable change has taken 
place in the character of the imports, the percentage of 
semi-finished rolling-mill products having increased 
from 27-3 to 38-7 at the expense of the crude iron and 
steel, while there has also been a comparable relative 
increase from 10-4 to 14:5 per cent. in the finished 
products. 

British exports of iron and steel goods showed an 
increase from 4,260,000 tons to 4,379,000 tons. Of 
this total, crude iron and steel amounted to 13°0 per 
cent., semi-finished products to 23-1 per cent. and 
finished products to 63°9 per cent. The corresponding 
percentages in 1928 were 11-1, 23-0 and 65°9 per cent. 
The following table gives comparative figures of 
exports of some important classes of finished goods in 
1924 and the past three years.

Exports of machinery at 562,500 tons were less by 
3,500 tons than in the previous year, while retained 
imports rose by 14,300 tons to 107,600 tons. Some 
improvement was shown in exports of prime movers, not 
electrical, which increased from 50,100 tons in 1927 to 
51,100 tons in 1928 and 52,400 tons last year, while in 
the same period the value increased from £4°9 million 
to £54 million. There has been for some time a steady 
fall in the exports of steam reciprocating engines, while 
internal combustion engines and steam turbines have 
each shown an increase. 

British exports of aeroplanes, airships and balloons 
reached a higher ljevel than in any preceding year, being 
valued at £2,166,000 in 1929, as against £1,329,000 in 
1928 and £1,210,000 in 1924. 

Exports of motor cars, chassis, tractors, and cycles 

were valued at £14,791,000, an increase of nearly £2 
million on 1928. Exports of motor cars and chassis rose 
from 82,540 in 1928 to 42,321 in 1929. Towards this 
increase, exports to Australia, our principal market, 
(which took 10,375 chassis and 803 complete vehicles in 
1929) contributed 2,173, thus recovering some of the 
ground lost in 1928, while exports of complete touring 
ears to New Zealand rose from 2,126 to 3,731, and to the 
Irish Free State from 3,457 to 6,045. There was also an 
increase in the exports of motor cycles from 59,904 to 
62,428, and of pedal cycles from 339,000 to 368,000, 
thus continuing the movement noted during recent 
years. 
' Exports of locomotives fell in value from £3,533,000 
to £3,275,000, and railway rolling stock as a whole from 
£10°2 million to £101 million. There was a consider- 
able decrease in shipments to the Argentine and an ex- 
pansion in shipments to India, the tonnage of loco- 
motives shipped to India amounting to 20,509, as com- 
pared with 11,614 in 1928. 

In 1928 there was a great recovery in the exports of 
ships and boats, and this continued in 1929, though 
changes in make-up reduced the value by £387,000 to 
£15,511,000. In 1927 the tonnage of trading vessels 
exported was 175,000 tons gross, in 1928 this rose to 
353,000 and last year to 377,000 tons gross. Six war 
vessels of 21,130 tons displacement were exported in 
1928 and 14 of 15,712 tons displacement last year.

TEXTILES. 


Exports of textile raw materials and manufactures 
(not including hosiery and other apparel) aggregated 
£228,591,000, and formed 31:3 per cent. of the total of 
British exports in 1929. In 1924 textile exports were 
38°9 per cent. of the whole and in 1928 34:0 per cent. 
Cotton alone shows a fall from 25:1 per cent. of the total 
in 1924 to 20°3 per cent. in 1928 and 18-7 per cent. last 
year, while the corresponding figures for wool were 10-0, 
9:3, and 8°6 per cent. of the whole.

According to the statistics published by the Liverpool 
Cotton Association, the deliveries of raw cotton to mills 
in 1929 were a little under 15 million centals (a figure 
subject to some revision), compared with a little over 
15 million centals in 1928. There was little change in 
the proportions of the different kinds of cotton, these 
being, roughly, American 63 per cent., Egyptian 18 per 
cent., and other kinds 19 per cent., while stocks at the 
ports remained substantially the same as at the com- 
mencement of the year. After the considerable rise in 
average value from £4°3 per cental in 1927 to £5°3 per 
cental in 1928, a fall to £4-9 per cental occurred last 
year. The only cotton-growing country which showed a 
large relative alteration in the quantity imported into 
the United Kingdom was Brazil; consignments from 
that country rose from 139,000 centals in 1928 to 
665,000 centals in 1929. 


Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool were 
10 per cent. higher than in 1928 and 20 per cent. higher 
than in 1924, but adequate information as to variations 
in stocks is not available, so that the variations in con- 
sumption cannot be measured with any precision. Ke- 
tained imports of raw silk were rather less than in 1928, 
but supplies of imported silk cocoons, waste and noils 
have increased by about 44 per cent. Supplies of im- 
ported flax and tow, hemp and tow, and jute all show 
some increase over 1928. 


On the export side we get the following comparisons

Exports of cotton yarns and of cotton piece-goods 
were both less than in 1928, but while the export of 
yarns remained at about the 1924 level, the quantity of 
piece-goods exported was about 17 per cent. less than 
in 1924 and 5 per cent. less than in 1928. The dispute 
and partial stoppage which took place in the summer 
had doubtless a share in bringing about the latter re- 
duction. The following table shows the exports of

It will be seen that there has been a notable decline 
in our Indian trade, this being due principally to de- 
creased shipments to Bombay. An improvement was 
shown in the exports to Madras and Burma, which 
were both at a higher level than in 1924. The Indian 
trade accounted for about 86 per cent. of the total de- 
crease from 1928. South America remains a steady 
market, while some of the ground lost in Australia and 
Egypt in 1928 was recovered. The exports to Switzer- 
land have shown a continuous decline for a number of 
years. 

Exports of wool tops and wool yarns were each less 
than in 1928 and 1924, there being a decrease as com- 
pared with 1928 of nearly 5 per cent. in tops and 4 per 
cent. in yarns. Exports of woollen and worsted tissues 
together were 221°5 million square yards in 1924, 
170-4 million square yards in 1928 and declined further 
last year to 155°5 million square yards. Retained im- 
ports of these tissues rose from 27°1 million square yards 
in 1924 to 38°2 million square yards in 1928, but de- 
clined last year to 33°8 million square yards. Some 
leading export markets are shown below :—

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The noteworthy feature of this table is the loss of 
markets in the Far East, British goods in Japan par- 
ticularly experiencing great competition from the tissues 
produced locally. The Canadian and Australian markets 
show some restriction, while exports to Germany have 
been at a much higher level during the past two years 
than in 1924. 

Exports of linen piece-goods to countries other than 
the United States have been practically constant at 
about 40 million square yards, and the considerable 
fluctuations which have occurred in recent years in the 
total yardage exported have been due almost entirely to 
variations in the exports to the United States. These 
amounted in 1924, 1927, 1928 and 1929 to 67°3, 32:1, 
26°6 and 30-1 million square yards respectively. 

The value of exports of artificial silk manufactures, 
which had been rising until 1928, fell last year to 
£6,792,000, a decrease of £1,109,000 on the previous 
year. Exports of artificial silk yarns also declined 
from 9,543,000 lbs. to 8,154,000 lbs. in weight and from 
£2,157,000 to £1,596,000 in value.

Exports of pottery, glass bottles, cement, electrical 
goods and apparatus, and paper and cardboard all show 
a developing tendency, and there has also been a 
general increase in the chemical group, except in coal 
tar products, the increase being specially marked in the 
case of ammonium sulphate. Exports of wool stockings 
have been declining for a number of years, while last 
vear there was some reduction in the exports of brass, 
soap, leather, boots, linoleum and oilcloth.

The imports of raw materials during the last quarter 
of the year may afford some indication of the prospects 
of British industry in the near future, and looking at 
the above table from this point of view we find that 
the imports were greater at the end of 1929 than at the 
end of 1928 in the cases of iron ore, hard and soft 
wood, copra, ground nuts, hides, wood pulp, rubber, 
and part- -wrought copper and lead, but somewhat 
less in the cases of copper ore, pit-props, linseed, 
palm kernels, coconut oll, and tin ingots, etc., while 
as regards phosphate of lime, tin ore, iron pyrites, 
cottonseed, palm oil, zinc and leather, changes were 
relatively small. 


Taking the year as a whole there has been a general 
increase in new supplies of the materials dealt with in 
the table, notable exceptions being linseed, palm 
kernels, and dry hides. Retained imports of rubber 
were 122,700 tons, as compared with 4,500 tons in 
1928 and 59,800 tons in 1927. The following table 
compares the retained imports of the above raw and 
semi-manufactured materials over a series of years.

CANADIAN FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner of Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, between 
December 26, 1929, and January 1, 1930, the following 
quantities of Canadian fruit were shipped to United 
Kingdom ports:—Apples, 55,300 barrels, 400 boxes; pears, 
500 boxes. 

The total quantity of apples exported from Canada this 
season up to December 26, 1929, was 769,954 barrels, 15,077 
half-barrels, and 617,578 boxes, as compared with 339,451 
barrels, 7,628 half-barrels, and 811,452 boxes during the 
corresponding period of last season.

INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, Cal- 
cutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Commissioner 
in London on the season and crops for the weeks ended on 
the dates stated :— 

RAINFALL. 


Calcutta, January 13.—During the week ended Janu- 
ary 12 rainfall was nearly general in Kashmir and the 
North-West Frontier Province on one day. Elsewhere the 
weather was dry except for a few local falls of rain. 

The issue of a forecast of winter rainfall and snowfall in 
North-West India this year is considered unjustifiable owing 
to the conflicting conditions. 


CROPS. 


Madras, January 4.—No rain has fallen during the past 
week. The condition of standing crops is generally fair 
to good. 


Bihar and Orissa, January 6.—There has been light rain 
in parts of Angul, but no rain elsewhere. The condition of 
standing rabi is generally good. In the Feudatory States 
of Orissa and Choto Nagpur the weather has been season- 
able; sugar cane is thriving. 


Punjab, January 6.—The weather has been practically 
dry, and rain is badly needed in parts of the South-East. 
The condition and prospects of standing irrigated crops are 
average to good and of unirrigated crops below the aver- 
age. Crops have been damaged by locusts in parts of West 
Punjab. 

Central Provinces, January 6.—The weather has been 
clear and cold. Condition of rabi is satisfactory except 
that slight damage has been caused by frosts to oilseeds and 
pulses in low-lying fields in parts of Jubbulpore, Seoni, 
Narsingpur and Betul. Rain is needed in Hoshangabad, 
Nimar and parts of Berar to improve the condition of rabi 
crops. The condition of crops is good in the Feudatory 


States. 

Bengal, January 8.—No rain has fallen. Standing crops 
are in good condition. 

Assam, January 13.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop outturn prospects are fair.

MERCHANDISE IMPORTED FROM PRINCIPAL COUNTRIES. 


The share of the United Kingdom in the total import trade 
oi British India during the period declined slightly from 
Rs. 56 crores to Rs. 52 crores, or 43 per cent., compared 
with 46°3 per cent. in the corresponding period of the 
previous year. This reduction was mainly due to diminished 
shipments of cotton, coloured, printed or dyed piece-goods; 
galvanised sheets and plates; cotton and artificial silk piece- 
goods; machinery and millwork; woollen piece-goods; and 
rails, chairs and fish plates. These, however, were offset to 


4 certain extent by increased shipments of motor cars; 


electrical machinery; manufactures of cotton twist and 
yarn; electrical goods, instruments, apparatus, etc.; steel 
bars, other than cast steel; beams and channels; ale, beer, 
and porter; and railway wagons and parts. 

The share of Germany also declined slightly from Rs. 8} 
trores to Rs. 8 crores, or 6°7 per cent., compared with 6-9 per 
tent. in the previous year, due mainly to decreased imports 
of wrought copper, haberdashery and millinery, cotton and 
artificial silk piece-goods, woollen piece-goods and hardware

(excluding cutlery and electro-plated ware). Germany, how- 
ever, considerably increased her share of the trade in machin- 
ery and millwork. The share of Italy declined from Rs. 33 
crores to Rs. 34 crores, or 2°7 per cent., owing mainly to 
smaller shipments of cotton and artificial silk piece-goods; 
that of Belgium increasel slightly from Rs. 3} crores to Rs. 34 
crores, or 3 per cent., owing chiefly to larger shipments 
of steel bars, other than cast steel, and galvanised sheets 
and plates, while that of France was steady at Rs. 2} 
crores. Shipments from the United States declined slightly 
from Rs. 9 crores to Rs. 84 crores. 


The most noteworthy increase was that of Japan, whose 
share rose from Rs. 74 crores to Rs. 11} crores, or 9-4 per 
cent., due largely to increased imports of cotton twist and 
yarn manufactures, printed and dyed cotton piece-goods 
and cotton and artificial silk piece-goods. The rapid strides 
which Japan has made in these commodities should be 
carefully noted, as she now ranks second in importance 
after the United Kingdom in the value of import trade 
with India. 


ImporRTS OF TEXTILES. 


Cotton Twist and Yarn.—Total imports imcreased from 
18? million Ibs. to 23 million lbs., valued at Rs. 3} crores, 
of which the British share was 114 million lbs., valued 
at Rs. 13 crores, or 53°5 per cent. Our largest competitor 
in this trade is Japan, whose share was 5} million lbs., 
valued at Rs. 833 lakhs, or just over 25 per cent. Imports 
from China were 5 million lbs., valued at Rs. 53} lakhs. 
The total quantity imported was made up of :—Grey, 
14,859,985 Ibs.; white, 3,126,464 lbs.; mercerised, 2,717,106 
lbs.; coloured, 2,294,883 lbs.; and unspecified descriptions, 
7,728 lbs. 


Grey Piece-Goods (unbleached).—Total imports rose from 
3664 million yards to 4353 million yards, valued at Rs. 10 
crores, of which the British share declined slightly to 247 
million yards, valued at Rs. 54 crores. The share of Japan 
increased from 9434 million yards to 1815 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 41 crores, and that of China also advanced 
from one million yards to 53 million yards, valued at Rs. 11

Coloured, Printed and Dyed Piece-Goods.—There was 
also a decline in this trade from 269} million yards to 250 
million yards, valued at Rs. 8 crores. All countries, except 
Holland and Japan, shared in the shrinkage. British par- 
ticipation declined slightly to 148 million yards, valued at 
Rs. 5 crores, while the share of Holland rose to 6 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 304 lakhs. Japan’s share increased 
from 48 million yards to 78} million yards, valued at nearly 
Rs. 2 crores. The share of Italy declined by 50 per cent. 
to 10 million yards, valued at Rs. 394 lakhs.

Fents.—Total imports rose from 18 million yards, valued 
at Rs. 45 lakhs, to 184 miilion yards, valued at Rs. 46? lakhs, 
but although the British share increased in quantity from 
6 million yards to 64 million yards, the value fell from Rs. 
20} lakhs to Rs. 19} lakhs. The United States’ share was 
slightly less in quantity, viz., 114 million yards, as com- 
pared with 112 million yards, but rose slightly in value from 
Rs. 24 lakhs to Rs. 262 lakhs. 


Hosiery.—Total imports declined from Rs. 75} lakhs to 
Rs. 70} lakhs, of which Japan’s share was Rs. 60} lakhs, 
or over 85 per cent. of the whole. The share of the United 
Kingdom in this class of hosiery is only very small, and 
was valued at Rs. 71,000 for the period under review. 


Cotton Sewing Thread.—The total trade increased from 
Rs. 344 lakhs to Rs. 43 lakhs, of which the British share rose 
from Rs. 30} lakhs to Rs. 36 lakhs. 


Haberdashery and Miullinery.—Total imports declined 
from Rs. 74 lakhs to Rs. 52} lakhs owing to diminished 
shipments from all countries except Japan. The British 
share fell from Rs. 144 lakhs to Rs. 12 lakhs, that of 
Germany from Rs. 244 lakhs to Rs. 12 lakhs, that of Italy 
from Rs. 5} lakhs to Rs. 5 lakhs, and that of Switzerland 
from Rs. 84 lakhs to Rs. 44 lakhs. Japan’s share increased 
from Rs. 94 lakhs to Rs. 104 lakhs. 


Silk Piece-Goods.—The total yardage increased from 10 
million to 12 million, but declined in value from Rs. 1} 
crores to just a little over Rs. 1 crore. The British share 
in this trade is very small, and amounted to 18,000 yards, 
valued at Rs. 47,000. Japan’s share increased in value 
from Rs. 67 lakhs to Rs. 683 lakhs, while that of China 
declined slightly from Rs. 43} lakhs to Rs. 424 lakhs, and 
that of France from Rs. 3} lakhs to Rs. 3 lakhs. 


Carpets and Floor Rugs.—Total imports rose from Rs. 4} 
lakhs to Rs. 6} lakhs, of which the British share declined 
from Rs. 3} lakhs to Rs. 13 lakhs, and that of Persia from 
Rs. 65,000 to Rs. 63,000.

Woollen Shawls.—Total imports fell from 465,019 shawls 
to 354,483 shawls, valued at Rs. 153 lakhs.

Cotton and Artificial Silk Piece-Goods.—Here again 
there was a decline from 274 million yards, valued at 
Rs. 12 crores, to 214 million yards, valued at Rs. 1} crores, 
Arrivals from all countries except Japan showed a decline, 
The British share fell from Rs. 55 lakhs to Rs. 223 lakhs, 
that of Italy from Rs. 524 lakhs to Rs. 2734 lakhs, that of 
Germany from Rs. 174 lakhs to Rs. 6 lakhs, and of 
Switzerland from Rs. 26 lakhs to Rs. 15 lakhs, while 
Japan’s rose from 812,000 yards, valued at Rs. 6? lakhs, 
to nearly 7 million yards, valued at Rs. 463 lakhs. In 
olden days Japan used to be the home of the silk industry, 
and the designs which she then had are now being brought 
into use in the piece-goods of mixed cotton and artificial 
silk. Bombay is the largest entrepét for artificial silk 
yarn and cotton and artificial silk piece-goods.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-NOVEMBER, 1929. 
(From the British Ambassador.) 


PaRIs. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first eleven 
months of 1929 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 53,265 million francs, as against 48,124 million frs. in 
the corresponding period of 1928, an increase of 5,141 
million frs., or about 103 per cent. That of exports 
totalled 45,676 million frs., against 46,583 million frs., a 
decrease of 907 million frs., or less than 2 per cent. 


Imports of foodstuffs rose 943 million frs., those of raw 
materials 2,268 million frs., and of manufactured articles 
1,930 million frs., or about 27 per cent. Exports of food- 
stuffs fell 79 million frs., of raw materials 371 million frs., 
and of manufactured articles 457 million frs. 


During the period January-November, 1929, there was 
an unfavourable balance of visible exchanges of 7,589 
million frs., compared with one of 1,541 million frs. in the 
first eleven months of 1928. The improvement recorded in 
September and October was not maintained in November, 
since the unfavourable balance amounted to 521 million 
frs., against 129 million frs. and 132 million frs. respec- 
tively. 


As regards weight, imports for the first eleven months 
of the year amounted to 54,155,000 tons, against 44,811,000 
tons in the corresponding period of 1928, an increase of 
9,344,000 tons, or nearly 21 per cent. Exports totalled 
36,404,000 tons, against 37,753,000 tons, a decrease of 
1,349,000 tons, or 34 per cent. Imports of foodstuffs rose 
by 1,008,000 tons, those of raw materials 7,766,000 tons, 
and of manufactured articles 570,000 tons, or about 43 per 
cent. Exports of foodstuffs fell 164,000 tons and of raw 
materials 1,214,000 tons, but in spite of a fall in value 
there was a rise of somewhat over 28,000 tons in those of 
manufactured articles. 
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HUNGARY. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-SEPTEMBER, 
1929. 


The Anglo-International Bank, London, reports that, 
according to figures recently published by the Hungarian 
Statistical Bureau, there was a considerable improvement 
during the period under review as compared with the same 
period in 1928, the unfavourable foreign trade balance 
being reduced to 127-6 million pengoes, as against 284] 
million pengoes in the previous year. Imports and exports

It is noteworthy that the total increase in exports of 
more than 100 million pengoes concerns about twelve items 
of export which have had to make up for the sharp decline 
in rye exports, which amounted to nearly 12 million pengoes, 
and for the reduction in exports of eggs. Owing to the fall- 
ing tendency of prices, the increase in the value of certail 
exports does not always refiect the actual increase in the 
quantities exported, which was much larger, as, for example, 
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in the case of wheat exports, which totalled 350,000 tons, 
as against 200,000 tons in the corresponding period of 1928. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE. 


There have been considerable changes with regard to the 
countries buying from and selling to Hungary. Among the 
countries of origin, Czechoslovakia continues to rank first 
in importance, Hungary having purchased goods to the 
value of 176 million pengoes from her during the first 
nine months of 1929 (i.e., 21-96 per cent. of Hungary’s total 
imports came from Czechoslovakia, as against 22-85 per 
cent. during the first nine months of 1928), while imports 
from Germany increased from 19-25 per cent. to 19°76 per 
cent. of the total. Imports from Austria amounted to 
13:46 per cent., and those from Roumania to 9 per cent. 
of Hungary’s total imports. The United States sent goods 
to the value of 33 million pengoes, as compared with 29 
million pengoes in 1928; French imports, on the other hand, 
fell from 23 million pengoes to 17 million pengoes. Imports 
from Italy remained unchanged at 34 million pengoes, while 
Hungarian exports to Italy rose from 20 million pengoes 
to 44 million pengoes. The countries to which Hungary ex-

The tonnage now under construction abroad—1,550,626 
—is 181,642 tons greater than the work which was in 
hand at the end of September. Five countries abroad have 
more than 150,000 tons under construction, viz. :—Germany, 
253,256 tons; Holland, 231,934 tons; Japan, 183,570 tons; 
United States, 179,062 tons and France, 167,177 tons. 

The total tonnage under construction in the world amounts 
to 3,110,880, of which 50-2 per cent. is building in Great 
Britain and Ireland and 49:8 per cent. abroad. The average 
percentages in the last twelve months before the war were 
57:2 for Great Britain and Ireland and 42:8 for abroad. 

In Great Britain and Ireland 499,020 tons were commenced 
—an increase of about 139,000 tons over the similar figures 
for the September quarter; and 472,938 tons were launched 
—an increase of about 103,000 tons. Similar figures for 
abroad are 477,484 tons commenced and 370,180 tons 
launched. 


TANKERS AND MOTORSHIPS. 


A large increase as compared with the previous quarter is 
shown in the tanker tonnage under construction, the present 
figures being 85 vessels of 627,756 tons, of which 52 vessels of 
397,559 tons are being built in Great Britain and Ireland, 
and eight vessels of 74,445 tons in Germany. It is of interest 
to note that of the 85 tankers under construction 73 are 
motorships. The tanker tonnage now building represents 
over 20 per cent. of the total steam and motor tonnage under 
construction in the world. 

The tonnage of motorships under construction in Great 
Britain and [reland—765,912 tons—amounts to over 97 per 
cent. of the tonnage of steamers building, while the motor- 
ship tonnage being constructed abroad—971,922—exceeds 
by nearly 73 per cent. the tonnage of steamers. 

The continued progress in the employment of the internal 
combustion engine for the larger vessels is indicated by the 
fact that while there are now building in the world 79 motor- 
ships each of 8,000 tons and upwards, only 28 steamers of 
such size are under construction. These figures include 15 
motorships and six steamers each of 15,000 tons and upwards. 

The table respecting marine engines unfortunately does 
not show complete world figures for marine engines of ali 
types, as the figures for steam turbine engines building in 
Germany are not available; but it shows that the indicated 
horse-power of reciprocating steam engines now building or 
being fitted on board amounts to about 540,000 h.p., while 
the figures for oil engines aggregate about 1,502,000 h.p. 

The pre-eminent position which Lloyd’s Register retains 
among the classification societies of the world is demon- 
strated by the fact that the tonnage actually under construc- 
tion throughout the world under the inspection of Lloyd’s 
Register reaches 1,911,841 tons, of which 1,222,934 tons are 
being built in Great Britain and Ireland.

THE WORLD’S TONNAGE. 


LLOYD’S REGISTER RETURNS FOR

an increase of 111,899 tons in the work in hand as compared 
with the figures for last September, and that the total 
1,560,254 tons—was 317,460 tons greater than the tonnage 
which was being built at the end of December, 1928.

ACREAGE Sown. 


The total area sown to the principal field crops (except 
grain hay) during last year was 59,607,034 acres, compared 
with 57,796,226 acres in 1928. Wheat occupied 25,255,002 
acres, against 24,119,140 acres in 1928; for fall wheat the 
area harvested was 834,284 acres, compared with 819,028 
acres; the area under spring wheat was 24,420,718 acres, 
against 23,300,112 acres. Oats occupied 12,479,477 acres, 
against 13,136,516 acres; barley, 5,925,542 acres, against 
4,880,740 acres; rye, 991,944 acres, against 839,565 acres;

CYPRUS. 


CROP REPORT FOR DECEMBER. 
(From the Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London.) 


Towards the end of November and during the first fort- 
night of December abundant rains fell in all wheat areas. In 
many places the wetness of the soil has delayed planting, but 
many farmers, however, are planting on the lighter soils 
until conditions improve for working on the heavier land. 
Barley sowing is practically over. Oats planting is just 
beginning. Harvesting of new crop potatoes is completed; 
production was not up to expectations; a certain amount of 
damage was done by recent heavy rains. Cotton ginning is 
in full progress. 


In spite of heavy rains prospects for oranges are good and 
over 300,000 have already been shipped from Famagusta, 
mainly to Greece and Egypt; 74,600 cases were sent to 
England, 10,000 cases to Austria, and 4,528 cases to France. 
Exports of sweet lemons, chiefly to Palestine, have been 
good. Lemon shipments have been chiefly to the United 
Kingdom. 

The tobacco trade is rather slow. Gathering of olives is 
now over; there has been a good crop. 





GOLD COAST COLONY. 


COCOA CROP PROSPECTS AND SHIPMENTS. 


The Gold Coast Government Commercial Intelligence 
Bureau in London reports the receipt of the following 
telegram from the Director of Agriculture, Gold Coast :— 


Cocoa crop prospects, December 31.—There is very little 
cocoa left on trees. Weather conditions favourable 
harvesting. Marketing restricted. Growers holding in 
anticipation of better prices. Free movement obtaining 
throughout November has been discontinued. Exportation 
December 31 lowest recorded in six years; being 29,500 
against 39,500 tons, four years’ average. Tonnage trans. 
ported railway shows decrease of 15 per cent. four years’ 
average. Restricted movement chiefly attributable 
reduced freight operating January 1.

BULGARIA—TURKEY. 


DENUNCIATION OF TREATY OF COMMERCE

that the Treaty of Commerce between Bulgaria and Turkey, 
signed on February 12, 1928, was denounced by the Turkish 
Government on December 3, 1929.

NETHERLANDS—ROUMANIA. 


DENUNCIATION OF COMMERCIAL 
ARRANGEMENT. 

The Board of Trade are informed that the Provisional 
Commercial Arrangement of December 18-19, 1922, between 
the Netherlands and Roumania, has been denounced by the 
Roumanian Government, and will cease to have effect as 
from March 1, 1930. 





ROUMANIA—SWITZERLAND. 


DENUNCIATION OF COMMERCIAL 
AGREEMENT. 

The Board of Trade are informed that the Roumanian 
Government have denounced the provisional Commercial 
Agreement concluded between Roumania and Switzerland 
on February 13, 1923. The Agreement is to expire on 
March 1, 1930. (See in this connection the notice in the 
“B.T.J.” of January 2, page 18.) 





SPAIN—JUGO-SLAVIA. 


COMMERCIAL TREATY. 


The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid ’’ of December 19 last contains 
the text of a Commercial Treaty between Spain and Yugo- 
slavia signed on September 27, 1929. The ratifications of 
the Treaty were exchanged on December 18 last, and the 
Treaty came into force on December 28. The Treaty is con- 
cluded for a period of one year, and will thereafter continue 
in operation indefinitely, subject always to denunciation at 
three months’ notice. 

The Treaty accords to the subjects of the Parties most- 
favoured-nation treatment as regards establishment, the 
carrying on of commerce, industry and navigation, and taxa- 
tion in these respects and as regards the acquisition, pos- 
session and disposal of property. They are accorded national 
treatment as regards access to the Courts and as regards 
taxation in this respect. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is provided for as regards 
the importation, exportation and transit of goods, more par- 
ticularly as regards Customs dues and formalities. Details 
of the tariff schedule for certain specified Spanish goods 
which is included in the Treaty were given in last week’s 
issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J. (see pages 63-4). Jugo-Slav goods are 
to be admitted into Spain under the second column of the 
Spanish Customs Tariff. As regards internal dues on goods, 
gee, and most-favoured-nation treatment is provided 
or. 

Exceptions from the most-favoured-nation provisions of 
the Treaty are made as regards benefits— 


(a) Accorded in respect of frontier traffic; 

(b) Accorded to a third State in virtue of a Customs 
or economic union ; 

(c) Accorded by Spain to Portugal, the Spanish Zone 
of Morocco or the Hispano-American Republics; 


(d) Accorded by Jugo-Slavia in regard to frontier 
traffic with Albania or with Zadar (Zara). 


Subject to the usual reservations, the Parties undertake 
not to impose prohibitions or restrictions on the commerce of 
the other. Any prohibitions or restrictions which may be 
imposed must extend to all countries alike.

The usual provisions are made for the admission of com- 
mercial travellers and their samples. 

National and most-favoured-nation treatment is stipu- 
lated for as regards the shipping of the Parties, except as 
regards the coasting trade and the national fisheries, which 


are reserved to the national flag. 
The Protocol to the Treaty provides that a separate Com- 
panies Agreement may be concluded later.

BRITISH EMPIRE. 





AUSTRALIA. 


REVISED QUARANTINE REGULATIONS. 


The ‘‘ Commonwealth of Australia Gazette ’’ of Novem- 
ber 7 contains a Quarantine Proclamation (No. 195, dated 
November 1, 1929) which abolishes previous quarantine regu- 
lations and introduces revised regulations to take their place. 
The Proclamation lays down in principle a general prohibi- 
tion of the importation into Australia of all animals from 
any part of the world, but by way of exception to this general 
rule, the importation is permitted of certain kinds of animals 
from specified countries. Where such exceptions are 
granted, however, importation is subject to certificates and 
declarations being furnished in accordance with the 
Quarantine Regulations, and in some cases to further special 
restrictions. 

The animals which are permitted to be imported from 
Great Britain and Ireland are :—Horses, mules, asses, dogs, 
cats, poultry (provided they are accompanied by a certificate 
from a qualified veterinary surgeon to the effect that by an 
agglutination test the poultry were found to be free from 
bacillary white diarrhoea and that they were free from any 
variety of the disease known as fowl pest), birds other than 
poultry, and fish, and, in addition, cattle, sheep, swine and 
goats may be imported from Great Britain, Ireland and the 
Channel Islands under the conditions set out in the notice in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 9 last (pages 591-2). 

Animals may only be shipped to Australia from Great 
Britain at London, Southampton, Liverpool, Hull, Newport 
and Glasgow, and from Ireland at Dublin and Cork. 


TARIFF TREATMENT OF COTTON YARNS. 


As was notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 5 (page 675), 
duties of 35 per cent. ad valorem (British Preferential 
Tariff) or 55 per cent. ad valorem (General Tariff) were im- 
posed on November 22 on cotton yarns (Tariff No. 392a) im- 
ported into Australia, but provision was made for the ad- 
mission of yarns not produced in Australia at the former 
rates (Free, British Preferential Tariff, or 5 per cent. ad 
valorem, General Tariff). A By-Law (No. 978) has been 
issued specifying the yarns entitled to the more favourable 
treatment as follows :— 

Single-ply yarns spun in count No. 50 or finer and yarns 
of two or more ply containing one or more ply spun in count 
No. 50 or finer. 

Condenser yarns, preparation yarns and waste yarns for 
manufacture of blankets and towels, under security.

MAURITIUS. 


AMENDMENT OF CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


Proclamation No. 36 of 1929, dated October 23, 1929, 
amends Item 17 (i) and (ii) of the Customs Preferential 
Tariff by the addition of ‘‘ Matches ’’ to the specified pro- 
duce of the Colony, for the manufacture of which machinery 
and parts may be imported under the British Preferential 
Tariff at the rate of Rs. 1:32 per 1,000 kilogs. 

Proclamation No. 37 of 1929, dated October 23, amends

An additional Regulation was made by the Governor in 
Council on November 8, 1929, to the Preferential Tariff 
Regulations of 1928, which makes provision for the certifica- 
tion for Preferential Tariff purposes of blended tea intended 
for importation into the Colony. 

The new Regulation is in the same form as that already 
adopted for the same purpose by several of the British West 
Indian Colonies, particulars of which were published in the 
‘* B.T.J.”’ of October 24, 1929 (page 491), in a notice relat- 
ing to British Honduras. 





ST. CHRISTOPHER AND NEVIS.

FOREIGN. 


AUSTRIA. 


INCREASED TAXATION OF SUGAR. 


The ‘* Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ of December 24 contains a 
Law, dated December 20, and effective as from December 30, 
which increases the ‘‘ general’’ duties under No. 18 of the 
Austrian Customs Tariff to 52 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. on 
sugar candy, 34 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. on other beet and 
cane Sugar, and 26 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. on raw sugar im- 
ported for refining (under control). The Law also provides 
for an increase in the consumption tax on sugar to 22 gold 
kr. per 100 kilogs., and sugar imported from countries en- 
titled to most-favoured-nation treatment in Austria is sub- 
ject to the existing ‘‘ conventional ’’ import duties increased 
by the addition to the consumption tax. The actual duties 
on the three classes of sugar mentioned above on importation 
from countries enjoying most-favoured-nation Tariff treat- 
ment now amount, therefore, to 43, 34 and 27-26 gold kr. 
per 100 kilogs. respectively. 

The new duties are to remain effective so long as the duty 
and tax-free price of refined crystallised sugar of foreign 
origin at the Lundenberg frontier does not exceed 42 sch. 
per 100 kilogs. If this price increases, the duty is to be re- 
duced proportionately (but not below fixed minimum rates), 
and may be increased again should the price fall. 





BELGIUM. 


LUXURY AND SALES TAX REDUCTIONS. 


The issue of the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ for December 25 con- 
tains a series of Decrees, all effective on January 1, which 
make various alterations in and reductions of the Belgian 
luxury and sales taxes. The principal of these are noted 
below. 

Luxury Tax.—The rate is fixed at 6 per cent. for all 
kinds of goods subject to the luxury tax, so that those 
articles which have hitherto paid 10 per cent. now pay 
6 per cent. 

Sales Tax.—The general rate is reduced from 2 to 1 per 
cent. As regards goods for which a ‘‘commuted” tax 
(payable once to cover all transactions) is fixed, the maxi- 
mum rate of ‘‘ commuted ” tax is reduced from 4 to 2 per 
cent. In consequence, all goods which have previously 
paid ‘‘commuted ” taxes of 3 or 4 per cent. now pay a 
“commuted ”’ tax of 2 per cent. 

Various other reductions of ‘‘commuted’”’ taxes have 
also been made. Thus, the ‘‘ commuted” tax is reduced 
from 2 to 1 per cent. in respect of scutched flax* and flax 
tow*; the waste of textile materials in floss or threads 
(except wool waste in floss capable of being used in spin- 
ning); commercial iron and steel; profiled or moulded iron 
and steel whether drawn or rolled; beams (poutrelles) of 
iron and steel; iron and steel sheets, plain, channelled or 
corrugated, whether black, polished, galvanised or leaded; 
scrap, waste from manufacture and broken articles of non- 
precious metals (but not including residues from treatment 
for obtaining metals). The various specific rates of tax 
° animals and meat have also been considerably re- 
uced. 

Certain goods imported for use in Belgian industry and 
eventual re-exportation which have hitherto paid a non- 
commuted tax of 1 per cent. are now exempt from sales tax. 





EGYPT. 


EXPORT OF EGGS. 


The Board of Trade are informed that the quantity of 
eggs which may be exported from Egypt during the first 
three months of 1930 has been fixed at 70,000,000; i.e., 
28,000,000 in January, the same quantity in February, 
and 14,000,000 in March.

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ESTONIA. 


EXPORT OF HIDES, SKINS, ETC., FLAX, ETC. 

H.M. Consul at Tallinn has forwarded copy of a Law 
passed by the State Assembly on December 18, which per- 
mits the duty-free exportation from Estonia of horns of all 
kinds, animal hair (except wool), horsehair and bristles, 
sheep, cattle and horse hides and skins, wet salted, dried 
or dry salted, waste of untanned hides and skins, hare 
skins, crude and cleaned flax, flax tow, hemp tow, spin- 
ning waste of flax and hemp, rags of flax, hemp, jute and 
cotton. 

Raw bones, not ground, are subject to an export duty of 
3 centimes (gold) per kilog. gross. 





FRANCE. 


CERTAIN TAXES REDUCED. 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of December 30 contains a 
Law, dated December 29, providing for the reduction of 
certain taxes. The items of the Law, which are of more 
particular interest to importers and exporters, are sum- 
marised below. 

Iuzury Tax (Arts. 20-23).—The tax on goods which are 
liable to luxury tax on account of their nature remains un- 
changed at 12 per cent., but the tax on goods which are only 
liable to luxury tax when their price exceeds certain fixed 
minima is reduced from 12 to 6 per cent. The luxury tax 
on motor cars, etc., is reduced as follows :— 


New passenger motor cars and their chassis, bodywork, 
fittings and accessories, whatever the price, also new 
passenger cyclecars, sidecars, motorcycles and the like 
of a price exceeding 7,500 francs—from 12 to 10 per 
cent. 

New motor cars capable of carrying both passengers and 
goods, and their chassis, bodywork, fittings and acces- 
sories delivered with the vehicles—from 6 to 5 per cent. 


Turnover Tax on Coal (Art. 25.)—The increase of the rate 
of this tax from 2-5 to 3-65 per cent., which was to have 
taken effect on January 1, is postponed until April 1. 


Tax on Pharmaceutical Specialities (Art. 26).—The tax is 
reduced by raising the price limits for the application of the

GERMANY. 


AMENDMENT OF TOBACCO TAX. 


The ‘‘ Reichsgesetzblatt ’’ for December 28, 1929, contains 
a Law, dated December 22, amending the Tobacco Tax Law 
of September 12, 1919, as amended by later Laws. The 
present Law increases the tax on cigarettes, fine-cut 
tobacco, pipe tobacco and cigarette paper, whether manu- 
factured in Germany or imported into the country. 

The new tax on cigarettes varies from 6°60 Reichsmarks 
per 1,000 (on cigarettes with a retail price of up to 2 Reichs- 
pfennig each) to 49°50 Reichsmarks per 1,000 (on cigarettes 
with a retail price of over 12 Reichspfennig each), this latter 
rate being increased by 16°50 Reichsmarks per 1,000 for 
every 5 Reichspfennig by which the retail price exceeds 15 
Reichspfennig each. 

The tax on fine-cut tobacco varies from 3-60 Reichsmarks 
per kilog. (on tobacco with a retail price of up to 6 Reichs- 
marks per kilog.) to 12 Reichsmarks per kilog. (on tobacco 
with a retail price of over 18 Reichsmarks per kilog.), this 
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latter rate being increased by 1-20 Reichsmark per kilog. in 
respect of each 2 Reichsmarks by which the retai! price 
exceeds 20 Reichsmarks per kilog. 

The tax on pipe tobacco varies from 0°99 Reichsmark per 
kilog. (on tobacco with a retail price of up to 3 Reichsmarks 
per kilog.) to 3-30 Reichsmarks per kilog. (on tobacco with 
a retail price of over 9 Reichsmarks per kilog.), this latter 
rate being increased by 0-33 Reichsmark per kilog. for each 
Reichsmark by which the retail price exceeds 10 Reichsmarks 





per kilog. 


The tax on cigarette paper, except that used for indus- 


trial purposes, is fixed at 5 Reichsmarks per 1,000 sheets. 
The ‘‘ 


kilogs. 


Provision is made in the Law for fixing the quotas of 
cigarettes to be allotted to cigarette factories in Germany. 
Quantities produced in excess of the quota are to be subject 


to a surcharge equal to the tobacco tax. 





LATVIA. 


IMPORT BONDS FOR CEREALS, ETC. 


H.M. Consul at Riga has forwarded translation of a Law 
passed on December 17 and effective as from December 20, 
which provides that import bonds may be issued by the 
Customs to exporters of not less than 1 metric ton of barley, 
oats, barley meai or groats, and not less than 100 kilogs. of 
clover and timothy seeds or eggs, to the value of the import 
duties which would be payable under the “ minimum’”’ 
Tariff on the quantity of goods covered by the bond. These 
import bonds will be accepted (within nine months of their 
issue) in payment of import duties on wheat, sugar, fresh 
and dried fruit and tobacco, iron and steel and manufac- 
tures thereof and agricultural machinery. 





POLAND. 


DRAWBACK OF IMPORT DUTY. 


In virtue of a Ministerial Order, effective as from 
December 14, 1929, the Customs duty on imported raw 
materials used in the manufacture of all kinds of black 
powder (explosives) subsequently exported from Poland 
will be refunded to the exporter at the rate of 9 zlote per 
100 kilogs.

DUTIES ON MACHINERY. 


An Order published in the Polish ‘‘ Journal of Laws ”’ of 
December 30 continues in force until June 30, 1930, the pro- 
visions of previous Orders under which a reduced Customs 
duty is payable on machinery and apparatus of kinds not 
manufactured in Poland, when imported into Poland to form 
a component part of newly installed complete equipment of 
industrial establishments, or for the purpose of reducing 
costs or increasing industrial or agricultural production. 
The proportion of the normal duty payable has, however, 
been increased from 20 to 35 per cent. 





MEXICO. 


NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


The Board of Trade have now received copy of the new 
Mexican Customs Tariff referred to in the notice in the 
“* B.T.J.’’ of December 19 (page 733). The new Tariff 
(which was published in the ‘ Diario Oficial’’ on 2nd 
December) is much more detailed than the former Tariff, 
and is drawn up on the so-called ‘‘ decimal classification ”’ 
system. The general rules for the application of the 
Tariff are annexed to it, but the detailed explanatory 
notes and index have not yet been published. 

The new Tariff came into operation on January 1, but 
goods arriving in Mexico up to January 15, if they come 
from foreign seaports in the American continent, or within 
the first sixty days of 1930, if they come from other foreign 
seaports, are, provided they are accompanied by Consular 
invoices issued during 1929, to pay the duties in force 
when such invoice was issued. The sum paid as Consular 


material ’’ tax, which is also applicable to imported 
cigarettes in addition to the tobacco tax and the Customs 
duty, is increased from 250 to 500 Reichsmarks per 100 
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fee for the certification of the invoice is, however, to hx 
deducted from the amount payable as import duty unde 
the new Tariff, and if the resultant amount is less thay 
that actually paid as import duty the excess is to be re. 
funded to the interested party.

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period January 10 to 20 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins 
or notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 44-23 per 
cent. 





PORTUGAL. 
NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


H.M. Representative at Lisbon reports that a Decree 
(No. 17,823), dated December 30 and _ published on 
January 6, provides for the enforcement of a new Portu- 
guese Customs Tariff, the new rates of duty coming into 
force, in Continental Portugal, on January 6, and, in the 
adjacent islands (Madeira and the Azores), on the day 
following the arrival of the ‘‘ Diario do Governo’’ in 
which the Decree was published. 

The Decree abolishes the tax on clearance notes created 
by Art. 6 of Decree 15,815 of July 31, 1928, in substitution 
for previous general taxes and imposts levied on imports 
and exports. This tax was levied at the rate of 24 per 
cent. on imports and 2 per cent. on exports (on the value 
of the goods plus duty). The Decree also makes provision 
for a refund to importers of Consular fees paid on con- 
signments which are cleared subsequent to the date of 
enforcement of the new Tariff. 

Further information regarding the new Tariff will be 
published in a later issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’; but the 
following statement, compiled from information supplied 
by the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Lisbon, 
gives particulars of the old and new duties on the principal 
articles of interest to British trade. In making a com- 
parison account must, of course, be taken of the abolition 
of the 2} per cent. tax on clearance notes, referred to 
above, and of the substitution of a fee of 10s. in respect of 
the Consular endorsement of Declaration of Cargo for the 
former fee of 3 per cent. ad valorem for most goods and 
4 per cent. ad valorem for certain foodstuffs and raw 
materials (see the notice in last week’s issue of the 
** B.T.J.,”’ page 63).
